Department of Agriculture Offers 
Cash Prizes For Bounties 


Cash prizes ranging from one 
dollar to two hundred dollars will 
be paid by the Provincial Depart- 
went of Agriculture for gopher tails, 
feet and eggs of crows and magpies 
taken in 1929 on or before Nov. 1. 

Such is the gist of a bulletin just 
issued by the Provincial Game Com- 
missioner, Edmonton. Points will 
be credited as follows: 1 point for 
each gopher’stail; 2 points for each 
crow’s or magpie’s foot; 2 points 
foreach crow’s or magpie’s egg. 
Special inducement will be offered 
those who capture trophies on or 
before June 80, 1929 Receipts 
obtained on or before that date will 
entitle the competitor to increased 
points as follows: Feet of crows 
and inagpies, 5 points each; eggs 
of crows and magpies, 5 points 
each; tails of gophers, 8 points 
each. 


There are four competitions. Six 
cash prizes totaling $G00 will be 
awarde!l Game Protective Assovi- 
ations, gun clubs or other organiza- 
tions in the provinee obtaining the 
greatest number of points. Over 
10,900 points must be earned to 
qualify. 


In the seeond event 150 prizes 
ranging from &1 to 875 are offered 
to residents of Alberta securing the 
greatest number of points Points 
eantributed in Comnetition One 
will be allowed. 200 points must 
he earned to qualify. 


Competition 3: The five schools 


in the provinee earning the great- 
est number of points will in their 
orde; ho awarded prizes ranging 
from $10 to $75, over 2500 points 
being required to qualify.

But to many in this country it will come as a welcome surprise to) 
learn of the great strides made by radio in Europe and the effect it is) 
having in promoting greater tinderstanding among the diverse nationalities | 
and languaes of that war-afllicted continent. It is almost inconceivable that | 
within less than eleven years of the signing of the Armistice ending the 
Great War, the radio should be used in Germany and England to teach the | 
people, not merely school children but adults, the French language; that 
international “hook-ups” of Germany, Poland, Austria, Hungary, France, 
and other countries are being regularly carried out, so that people in} 
Paris and Warsaw can listen to German concerts in Berlin and Hamburg, 
and the German people can enjoy the opera in Paris, or a great symphony 
orchestra in Vienna or Budapest. 

There are some good people in Canada who still retain the old fashioned 
idea that it is unpatriotic, and liable to undermine British institutions in this 
country, if children are taught in our schools to speak and read French, 
German, or any language but English. In entertaining such ideas Canadians 
are far behind the times; they are not nearly so far advanced as they are) 


in England and other countries where the learning of foreign languages 1s | 
compulsory. If every Canadian child, whether of British or French descent, 
was obliged to learn both English and French, Canada would in a genera- 
tion become more powertul, influential and prosperous. It would open tu} 
cur people the rich literature of both races; it would give us greater pres- | 


tige among all nations; it would help to promote our export trade in an} 
the markets of the world. In this Canada, by reason of Its two great races, | 
has an opportunity no other nation enjoys, yet we are not only neglecting | 
it, but many people urge that it would be disloyal to cur British connectton | 
to encourage it. Yet Britain herself is doing it,

No Part Of It Ever Lasts For 
Appreclable Time 

A lightning flash takes about one- 
seven-thousandth of a second to com 
plete itself and no part of it lasts 
more than approximately one- 
thirty-five-hundredth of a second.

It was a generul amendemnt de- 
claring that “the administration of 
the post office department by the 
present postmaster-general has been 
characterized by inefficiency, disre- 
gard of the provisions of the civil! 
service act, the post office act and 
other statutory authority, and merits) 
the disapproval of this House.” Mr. 
Stewart's former amendment, moved 
a few days ago, involved censure of 
the postrmaster-general in connection 
with the appointment of a post- 
master at Simcoe, Ont., it was de- 
feated by 27 votes. 

In the division today, the Conser- 
yatives carried with them in support! 
of the amendment the majority of) 
members of the U.F".A. group in the 
House, Liberals and Liberal-Progres- 
fives united in opposition to the 
amendment.

Floor Coverings 


Next to the walls and ceiling, the 
floor presents the largest area in the 
room, and consequently its covering 
should be well thought out and care- 
fully selected. 

The floor, as well as the celling, is 
a plane which holds the four walls 
of the room together. While the 
walls form the background for fur- 
nishings, the floor is the foundation. 
A good foundation is always essen- 
tial to any well-designed decorative 
plan. 

Linoleum floors are attractive, re- 
silient, shock-absorbing, durable, 
warm in winter and cool in summer. 


| Waxing linoleum gives it a softer, 


smoother texture and preserves {t in- 
definitely. 


For the average room, a rug with 


'a plain ground and a neat border, or 


neat all-over pattern of floor cover- 
ing, {s more desirable than one with 
a decided pattern. 

Large and bold patterns have a de- 
cided tendency to make the room 
look smaller, The patterns are apt 
to jump and as the ideal floor cover- 
ing furnishes the foundation for fur- 
nishings it must be made to keep its 
place on the floor. When there is 4 
great deal of furniture, a boldly fig- 
ured floor covering gives a confused 
appearance to the room and destroys 
its restful, harmonious appearance, 

Boldly patterned rugs usually 
come in strong colorings, and this 
also makes them exceedingly difficult

Figured floor coverings, however, 
have their place, In rooms which are 
sparsely furnished or where the fur- 
niture is of a light and simple type, 
they add to the “furnished’’ appear- 
ance of the room. That is, they take 
away barenesa, In large rooms which 
are sparsely furnished, figured rugs 
are particularly advantageous. 

In dining rooms, it is usually pre- 
ferable to have a figured floor cover: 
ings, as it does not show soil or stain 
so quickly as plain floor coverings. 
In bedrooms where the furniture {is 
ot a light type, a figured floor coy- 
ering adds to the comfortable appear- 
ance of the room. In sleeping porch- 
es, enclosed porches or breakfast 
rooms, where the furniture is not 
usually plentiful, either tile effects or 
a bold figured floor covering adds 
greatly to the finished appearance of

Thougands of travellers in the 
woods, more than ever before because 
the travel permit areas are being ex- 
tended—will be accosted this year 
with the question “Have you got your 
permit.” The fire ranger who asks 
you this question may or may not be 
in uniform, but if you are in doubt as 
to his authority he can show you his 
badge. ; 

Why are you asked to obtain a 
permit to travel the woods that be- 
long, you have heard it repeatedly 
\said, to the people of Canada. Simply 
to assist your guardians of the for- 
ests, who represent after all only a 
nucleus staff, to protect your forest 
wealth. If you wish efficient forest 
protecticn at a minimum cost then 
you must do part of the protection 
work yourself, It must be a co-op- 
erative affair or otherwise your rep- 
resentatives—the fire rangers—must 
| fail. In a safe year perhaps the lack 
of your individual co-operation might 
pass—there might not be disastrous 
results from some careless action with 
fire on your part or on that of the 
party of which you are a member. 
But you as a novice in the fire fight- 
|ing game don’t know enough and con- 
sequently cannot afford to take any 
|chances with fire, whether you think 
it safe or not. For all you know, it 
may be a dangerous period or it may 
be even a fire year, 

Hence the permit and the reason 
for some valuable hints for your 
observance printed on the permit 
form.

Telegram And Railraod 
Ticket Taxes Abolished 


Tuesday, April 30th was the last 
day upon which war tax was col- 
lected on telegrams. Since April 
13, 1915, every telegram has had a 
tax of three cents added tothe tele- 
graph tolls, but now that charge 
will be relegated to the past and 
patrons of telegraph companies 
will be free of a fairly heavy mon- 
thly item on their telegraph ae 
counts and clerks in telegraph of- 
fices will heave a sigh of relief. 

The one per cent. tax on railroad 
tickets has also been repealed by 
the federal government. 

The Provincial amusement tax on 
theatre tickets of 25 cents and un- 
der will not be required, accord- 
ing to word from Edmonton. after 
June 1.
